Young  University  administra

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  “Accidental,"  a coroner’s  jury  has  ruled 
in  the  deaths  of  30  passengers  aboard  a train  whose  engineer  said 
he  blacked  out  just  before  it  crashed.  “No  person  was  criminally 
responsible,”  the  jury  of  10  businessmen  held  Monday.  A doctor 
reported  that  the  engineer  was  "acting  without  conscious  volition 
for  perhaps  10  to  30  seconds  before  approaching  the  curve."

TUSCALOOSA,  Ala.  (AP)— The  angry  mobs  which  exploded 
into  numerous  acts  of  violence  Monday  to  win  exclusion  of  a Negro 
student  from  University  of  Alabama  classes  were  missing  Tues- 
day as  the  school  went  quietly  about  its  business. 

Many  Alabama  state  highway  patrolmen  were  about  the  cam- 
pus with  nothing  to  do  as  news  spread  that  the  university  board 
of  trustees  had  excluded  Autherine  Lucy,  26-year-old  Birmingham 
secretary,  "until  further  notice.”

Following  is  a partial  outline  of  policies  plan- 
ned during  the  term  of  the  new  editor. 

1.  The  Universe  shall  unreservedly  adhere 
to  the  standards  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  in  news  stories,  editorials, 
cartoons,  and  adyertisements. 

2.  All  news  stories  will  be  written  as  ob- 
jectively as  is  consistent  with  human  nature. 
Constant  editorial  scrutiny  will  be  maintained 
to  insure  this. 

3.  The  editorial  staff  solicits  the  assistance, 
advice,  and  contributions  of  all, who  read  the 
Universe.  All  contributions  submitted  are,  of 
course,  subject  to  editing. 

4.  Letters  to  the  “Safety  Valve”  are  wel- 
comed. Letters  must  be  no  longer  than  200 
words  and  MUST  be  signed.  Names  will  be 
withheld  from  publication  on  request. 

5.  Universe  policy  shall  be  constructive  in 
nature.  It  will  suport  projects  the  editorial 
staff  feel  will  better  Brigham  Young  Univer- 


sity or  its  students.  The  staff  will  seek  to  avoid 
pettiness,  erroneous  statements,  misleading 
statements,  or  any  statement  that  may  cause 
innocent  persons  to  suffer. 

6.  An  “open  door”  policy  has  been  establish- 
ed, in  which  all  students,  faculty,  or  staff 
members  are  urged  to  discuss  pertinent  mat- 
ters with  the  editorial  staff. 

7.  Deadlines  for  routine  news  to  be  publish- 
ed in  the  Universe  are  12  noon  the  day  before 
publication,  except  in  the  case  of  Social  Briefs, 
which  must  be  turned  in  by  noon  two  school 
days, preceding  date  of  publication. 

8.  As  a student  responsible  to  the  student- 
body,  the  editor  pledges  his  support  in  the  in- 
vestigation of  any  grievances  which  are 
brought  to  his  attention,  and  will  exercise  his 
powers  in  the  way  he  deems  of  the  best  in- 
terest to  the  majority  of  the  students  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

9.  The  editor  assumes  responsibility  for  un- 
signed material  appearing  on  the  editorial  page. 
Editorials  will  be  the  honest  opinion  of  the 
editor.

On  registration  day  last  month  the  required 
number  of  students  voted  yes  to  constitutional 
amendments  which  abolished  an  outdated  Leg- 
islative Council  and  established  a representa- 
tive, workable  Senate  in  its  place. 

This  Senate  is  made  up  of  24  elected  repre- 
sentatives of  Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents. They  have  been  holding  weekly  meet- 
ings organizing  committees  and  sub-commit- 
tees and  conducting  business  which  has  to  do 
with  their  internal  functions.

They  are  your  direct  link  with 
any  office,  department,  or  administrative  group 
on  campus.

A-Bomb  Radiation  Effects 
Studied  on  Fish  at  BYU

Abnormal  fish  bodies  ranging 
from  hunch-back  deformities  to 
fish  with  one  eye  and  three 
eyes  are  direct  results  of  experi- 
ments with  X-radiation — radia- 
tion similar  to  that  caused  by 
the  atom  bomb. 


This  was  found  true  by  Dr. 
Lester  A.  Allen,  member  of 
Brigham  Young  University’s  bi- 
ology department.  He  has  stud- 
ied for  several  years  the  effect 
of  X-radiation  upon  the  embry- 
onic development  of  fish  life. 
During  the  past  year  he  found 
that  fish  eggs  exposed  to  var- 
ious degrees  of  the  radiation  re- 
sulted in  abnormal  offspring. 


Although  most  of  the  off- 
spring died  within  a few  weeks, 
a few  lived  into  adulthood.  Dr. 
Allen  remarked  that  radiation 
destroyed  organs  such  as  the  di- 
gestive tract,  reproductive  or- 
gan, brain  and  blood  cells  and 


tissues  during  early  stag®  , 
development.
